A 
few hours had passed before divers 
Were Sent down 00 what the] con- 
sidered a forlorn hope so far as 
bringing anyone up alive was 
concerned. Colling lo the bottom 
they discovered thai the stern of 
the vessel was embedded in mail) 
feet Of mod. Knocking at the hull 
they wen amazed to hoar a rospon 
sivo tapping. Then Captain Good- 
hart attempted a task whieh roads 
like a tale from Jules Verne The 
high pressure bottlee were brought 
into use and the Captain undertook 
willi their aid to be projected 
through the conning tower and shot 
into the water with the hope of 
reaching the surface and giving in- 
formation regarding those below, 
lie was shot forward, but his head 
stiuck a beam and ho was instantly 
killed. Another officer volunteer- 
ed and was forluuiito enough lo 

h the surface and give Informa- 
tion about the condition ot the 
others below.

Bap a flexible hose through which 
air, food aud chocolates were passed. 



The entombed men asked, by means 
of Morse signalling, for playing 
oards "to beguile the tedium of 
waiting," as one of them said. 

Strong wires were put round the 
vessel, and the air bottles used to 
blow out the oil fuel stowel forward 
which enabled the vessel to drive 
upwards at high speed until the bow 
was well above the water in a per 
peudicular position. 

Immediately a big hole was made 
in her try acetylene burners, ai*d 
the forty-two men brought out and 
conveyed to an infirmary. They 
had been below twenty-four hours 
when Capt. Goodhart made his ill- 
fated attempt, and altogether the 
party was down fifty-seven hours 
before, being saved. Capt. Good- 
hart ■ as posthumously awarded the 
Vlctoiia Cross.— The Khaki Call. 



What They Ride Upon In Japan 

I wonder if you would like me to 
tell you about all the different 
things there are to ride about in 
when one is in Japan? If you 
would, continues a writer in the 
Christian Science Monitor, we might 
as well begin by finding out how the 
babies ride, for they rideevery time 
they go anywhere, because, you 
know perfectly well, babies in any 
country are too small to walk. 

Now, there is no such thiug as a 
baby carriage in Japan— just think 
of it — a country where there are so 
many, many children. Tou might 
well wonder how they get about, for 
they don't spend their time in the 
house, aud that is certain. But they 
have the veiy uicest times, for they 
ride about strapped on the backs of 
their -brothers or sisters, their little 
bodies tucked in all snug aud warm 
In bright colored kimonos, their 
heads bobbing from one side to the 
other, as they try to peer over the 
shoulder of the one on whose back 
the) happen to be riding. Aud 
what is really the best part of hav- 
ing this strauge human baby car- 
riage is that the baby is never lone- 
some and so one hardly ever hoars 
it cry. Instead of being stowed 
away under a shady tree, where it 
can nevei quite see the games that 
its brothers aud sisters are playing, 
the Japanese baby is always on the 
spot. If its nurse wants to play 
hopscotch — and they do play that 
in Japan — why, the baby stays on 
he nurse'* back and is hopped 
around as gayly as you please; if 
she wants to race down the village 
street, to catch the sweetmeat ven- 
dor, down the street races baby top. 
Now could you fancy anything nicer, 
if you were a baby, than being iu 
on all your big brothers' and sisters' 
games, and tearing around every 
where they went ? Well, hardly, I 
should think! 

But after a while the babies grow 
too heavy for even the sturdy hacks 
of their brothers and sisters, aud 
theu they are taken to ride, just 
like grownups, iu rickshaws. 
Rickshaws were invented for 
foreign people to ride in. They 
have two wheels and are always 
pulled by a rickshaw coolie, who 
backs into the shafts, just like a 
pony, and pulls you over miles and 
miles of roads without complaining 
in the least. These coolies wear 
short blue jackets, trousers which 
only come to their knees, and straw 
sandals — no hats or stocking or 
underclothes, or anything like that. 
You cannot be sociable while 
riding in rickshaw, though, for Ihey 
are never drawn side by side, but 
always one behind the other, no 
matter how lengthy a procession, 
they happen to make. The first 
few miles fly past most agreeably, 
but alter a while, and particularly 
if you happen lo be going on an up- 
hill road, you have a strange feeling 
that youi head is going to slip off 
backward and slide down your 
backbone ; this, though, is because 
of the angle at which the rickshaw 
is tilted by the coolie — the taller 
the coolie the more uuoomfoi table 
is likely to lie your drive. 

When dusk settles down (u a soft 
purple haze over the countryside the 
coolie rests for a moment by the 
roadside to fetch out from under the 
rickshaw seat a long slim lantern, 
made of oiled paper and decorated 
usally With a spidery ted character 
that denotes the guild to which he 
may belong. Inside the lantern is a 
candle, which he lights, then hangs 
the lantern on the shaft of the rick 

shaw, tucks you in cozlly with a 
blue cloth on which appears the 



same spidery character in white, 
hops into the shafts again, and off 
you go. 

It is a very unusual thing to see 
B horse in Japan. Few of them 
live there, aud those that, you see 
are generally, like the people, small 
and sturdy. But occasionally 
foreigners use jhem for driving, 
aud such a to-do as the people in 
the streets make, trying to get out 
of the way. To drive behind a 
pair of horses means that yon 
always have a footman, as well as a 
coachman, and the principal 
occupation of (he footman is hop- 
ping up and down on the box, yell- 
ing to the people in the streets to 
" miud out." When going up a 
hill in this fashion you are request- 
ed smilingly to set out aud walk, as 
it is too hard on the horse to pull 
anyone up the hill but himself and 
the carriage. At this stage of the 
performance, rickshaw coolies who 
may be in "the neighborhood come 
dashing over to push the carriago 
from the rear, so that the poor 
horse will not he overworked. 
Aren't you glad they are so con 
siderate of the horses? 

It has been said thaf'theie is no 
more perfect means of locomotion 
than that of beiug carried by chair. 
The custom is followed most com- 
monly in the mountaiuous districts 
of Japan, and, truly, after the first 
uncertain moments in which you 
find yourself swinging smoothly In 
midair from bamboo poles which 
rest on the shouldeis of four stal 
wart coolies, you give yourself up 
to the rhythmic luxury of a most 
interesting method of travel. The 
chairs t h e m se l ves are of light bam- 
boo, prettily cushioned, with cano- 
pied top which protects from sun or 
rain. Ohantlnc? from time to time 
as they swing along narrow moun- 
tain paths, the coolies give you a 
sense of contentmeut which is only 
startlingly broken by an occasional 
gutteral grunt when transferring 
the polos from one shoulder to the 
other. The first time they do this 
you think to yourself they must be 
saying, " One, two, three, and over 
you go!" as if they meaut to let you 
drop down the steep mountain slope 
over which you are passing. It's a 
great relief, to rind, however, that 
they are jue* meaning" All together, 
boys!" and that they trot on after- 
ward just aa contentedly as before 
they had grunted so fiercely. 

But there is nothing In all Japan 
that you can ride in which, perhaps, 
is as much fun as a sampan. " Co 
catchee me sampan." calls the ad- 
venturer proudly in his newly ae 
quired pidgin English ; and before 
be can wiuk twice, the poor man 
finds himself swamped by shouting 
sampan coolies, each one beckoning 
franticall) in the direction of his 
own particular little boat. The 
sampans are small and dirty. Under 
a sort, of arch, which looks as 
though it had been made by slicing 
a rain barrel in half and nailing it 
to the boat, lives a whole family, 
including the most friendly brown 
pups and many skittish chickens. 

When a passenger embarks on 
an adventure in a sampan such as 
this, if the children are too many 
for comfort, thev hop into the neigh- 
boring boat and wail around for 
their own palace home to come back 
for them, for, no doubt, it is a palace 
to them, because, you see, it's 
"home." The dog generally ac- 
companies the adventurer, investi- 
gating curiously all his pockets, his 
shoes, and everything the adven 
lurer will stand for; the chickens 
meanwhile balance themselves 
gracefully on anything they can 
conveniently find for the claws of 
their feet to clutch. The boat is 
propelled from the rear by a single 
oar, which is skulled patiently by 
the coolie, who is at once captain 
and crow. The hearings of this 
queer little brown boat make yon 
think of camels you have ridden 
on at fails; if they had only been 
equipped with sudden jerks and un- 
canny squeaks, they would have 
seemed just the same. 

The boatman hasn't a word to 
say and, indeed, conversation lan- 
guishes strangely until reaching the 
other side of the bay, whore the un- 
natural quiet is broken by the many 
hissing intakes of breath which issue 
from the direction of the smiling 
boatman, winch is his way of tell 
ing how much he appreciates his 
cumshaw or trip. The adventurer 
doesn't do anything rash that could 
be noticed outwardly, but he feels 



an inward peace that he did not ex- 
perience in the choppy embrace of 
the sampan. 



THE GREAT TRIO. 

The great trio in the fatherland of 
this nation, Washington, Jefferson, 
and Franklin, were scientific men. 
Had we continued the scientific in 
lei est started by these meu, we 
would have passed years ago all 
other nations in the matter of sci- 
feaoe. 

But this was not possible, for 
soon after the organization of this 
government, it b, came necessary 
for the people and their political 
loaders to concern themselves with 
social and economic adjustments. 

Washington and Jeffeison saw 
that agriculture was the basic in- 
dustry of this new nation; that its 
future depended upon the immediate 
development of this great science. 

Washington and Jefferson were 
the most scientific farmers of any- 
time, in the fact that they expended 
moie in time and thought and 
money, relative to their period, than 
any farmers of this day. 

History indicates that even while 
head of ' the continental army 
Washington's permanent interest 
was farming; that lie sptnt much 
time iu exchanging views with the 
farmeis in the oouutiy through 
which his army passed; that while 
in Pennsylvania he obtained the 
seed and the method of producing 
more hay per acre on his estate in 
Virginia. 

It is known that duiiug his most 
active military career he contri- 
buted a sum of money to aid in ex 
peri meats for the perfection of J he

Jefferson was a successful practic- 
ing lawyer, the author of the De- 
claiation of Independence, president 
two tonus, the founder of the 
University of Virginia, and the 
architect of its original building, 
yet he always gave his business as 
that of a farmer. 

But farming with him was not a 
business — it was a gigantic 
peri m en t, 

lie did not make any money as a 
farmer — he died poor, as a result of 
his continual experiments. 

Still, as a result of his efforts, he 
enriched the farmers, aud even the 
people of this day, untold millious 
of dollars. 

Jefferson was the inventor of the 
shear plow, crop rotation, the 
wheelbarrow; he brought the first, 

threshing machine to this country; 

he was the first to introduce in this 
Country the breeding of mules; and 
be is responsible foi starting the rice 
industry In the United States. lie 
was the first to introduce the incu- 
bator for hatching eg 

Jefferson's interest aud efforts ex- 
tended into all the known branches 
of science, but particularly those ol 
utilitarian value. 

While Minister to Franco he mad* 
a trip to England especially to see 
the steam, engine, then just brought 
to a state of working perfection by 
Stephenson. 

Ho was not admitted to thejbuild* 
ing in which it was housed, but he 
did obtain a description of Iho do- 
vice from an outside source, and 
from letters written to Ibis country, 
it i>» evident that he understood ils 
principle and wot kings peifectly. 

Franklin's contribution to science 
was of more intimate social value to 
his time. 

Fianklin did not discover electri- 
city; he discovered that lightning 
and electricity were one and the 
same; also discovered Iho conduc- 
tivity of electricity. 

He invented the heating stove, 
the double louse spectacle, and 
wrote a treatise on the prevention 
of smoky chimneys that Is standard 
today. 

Franklin 01 the postofiico 

system, the first police and (ire de- 
partment and the first free circulat- 
ing library. 

This trio of our national father- 
hood had scientific minds; tin 
plied this scientific habit, this ten- 



dency, the cause and effect process 
of thought, to all their problems of 
state. 

They were unhampered by prece- 
dent, habits of thought, or of do- 
ing things because they had always 
been doue that way. 

They had a new country with new 
problems, and they met them with 
new thought. 

We of today aud of the future 
will develop men with new thought, 
as new problems develop in the un- 
folding to a higher testing.

Theodore Rooaevelt. 



The death of Theodore Roosevelt 
recalls the part he had In the affairs 
of the deaf when he was in the 
White House. The Civil Service 
Commissioners had made a ruling 
excluding all unfit persons from em- 
ployment iu auy of the government 
departments and this ruling includ- 
ed the deaf. The President gave 
his indorsement to it. A vigounis 
protest went up from the deaf all 
over the country. A convincing 
letter from Dr. Hanson, then Presi- 
dent of the National Association of 
the Deaf, askiug the President to 
look at the matter in the light that he 
would were one of his own sons deaf 
aud had all the qualifications for 
employment in one bf the de- 
partments. This convinced the 
Presideut that the ruling made by 
the Commissioners in regard to the 
deaf was not fair to them and had it 
modified. A large number of deaf 
people are employed by the govem- 
meut in Washingou and perform 
iheir duties with eredll lo themselves 
and it was but fair that any of the 
deaf qualifying for positions in the 
government offices should have the 
same privileges that the ordinary 
citizen enjoys. 

Now this great man, Theodore 
Roosevelt, is uo more. No one 
mourns his departure more than the 
deaf themselves. 

On January 2d, two days before 
his death, Colonel Roosevelt wrote 
a letter to be read at a meeting of 
the National Defense Society in 
New York, Sunday night. We re- 
produce the letter below because It 
showed the fine spirit of Ameri- 
canism which has always been a 
part of his life and because it was 
the last letter written by him : 

" I cannot be with yon, and so all 
I can do is to wish you God speed. 
There must be no sagging back in 
the fight for Americanism merely 
because the war is over. There sre 
plenty of persons who have already 
made the assertion that they be 
lieved the American people have a 
short memory and that they intend 
to receive all the foreign associa- 
tions, which must directly inter! 
with the complete Americanization 
of our people. 

"Our principle iu this matter 
should be absolutely simple. In 
the first place, we should insist that 
if the immigrant who comes here 
does in good faith become an Amer- 
ican and assimilates himself to us, he 
shall be treated on an exact equality 
with every one else, for it is an out- 
rage to discriminate against any 
such man because of creed or birth- 
place or ougin. 

" But this is predicated upon the 
man's becoming in very fact an 
American and nothing but, an 
American. If he tries to keep se- 
gregated with men of his own origin 
and separated from the rest of 
America, then he isn't doing his 
part as an Americau. There can 
bo no divided allegiance here. Any 
man who says he is an American, 
but something else also, isn't an 
American at all. 

" We have room for but one flag, 
the American flag; and this excludes 

the red flag, which symbolizes all 
wars against liberty and civilization, 
just as much as it excludes any 
foreign flag of a nation to which 
IN hostile. 
•• Wo have room for but one lan- 
guage here, and that is the English 
language; for we intend to see that 
our crucible turns our people out 
as Americana, of American nation- 
ality, and not as dwellers in a poly- 
glot boardiug house. And we have 
room for but one soul loyalty, and 
that is loyalty to the American 
people."

In the Deaf Missistifpian, one of 
the editors, presumably Mr. E. S. 
Foltz, "since the article is signed 
"F," has outlined a most ingenions 
plan to confer the gift of grammatical 
language to the deaf children. He 
suggests that, the Institution be 
made into two schools, separate and 
and apart. That beginners be 
taught by writing, the manual 
alphabet and the oral method, until 
a certain grade of acquirement is 
reached. Until this point in their 
advancement is reached, they must 
not be allowed to make signs or even 
see them made. He expects that, 
"having as, a basis a good start in 
language, the pupil will not forget, 
and his expression of ideas will not 
be a senseless jargon of words, as is 
usually the case with those who 
learn signs before they have acquir- 
ed the least conception of even ele- 
mental English." 

When promoted to the second 
school, the system will be broader 
and "the sign language will be 
given a prominent part, where a 
difficult lesson is more rapidly learn- 
ed by the use of lucid and interpre- 
tive signs." 

Of course the cost of running two 
separate schools will be much 
greater than the present plan of 
grouping all together under one 
management, and really justifies the 
caption to the article, " En Avant de 
Luxe." 

Mr. Foltz has it all proved theo- 
retically — at least his statements 
are all positive in character. We 
hope he has not overlooked some 
thing somebody else has written on 
this problem of language teaching 
In the American Annals of the Deaf, 
or in some of the early-day Annual 
Reports of the Institutions for the 
Deaf in the several States. 

Anyway it is very much to Mr. 
Foltz credit to have originated a 
plan from his own brain, and sent 
it out for criticism and consideration. 
Like many of our deaf teachers of 
the past, he does not look upon his 
position as a sinecure, but rather 
takes the conscientious view that he 
must give to his vocation the best 
that is in him. All of the real pro- 
gress in educating the deaf has come 
from the enthusiastic, and earnest- 
thinking men of the profession, who 
eschew the ruts and see something 
of worth in that which lie outside 
the beaten trial. 



Alvin E. Pope, active work for re- 
moving to a better location and the 
erection of up-to-date buildings was 
begun, and the " cottage plan " on 
a new system has been decided upon.

The minutes passed until 
full three quarters of an hour had 
gone by before the gray man arose 
from his knees. 

Then Evans followed him down 
the street and was surprised to see 
soldiers salute this man in great 
excitement, and women and child 
ren stopping in their tracks with awe- 
struck faces as he passed.

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by Mouse 



Even a mouse may earn its keep 
and yield a profit to man, if given 
tbe opportunity. In these days of 
progress in labor saving it might be 
worth while for some one to try the 
experiment suggested by the man 
who first used mouse power. 

He was an ingenious Scotchman, 
by tbe name of David Hut ton, a 
native of Dunfermline. 

He erected a small mill at Dun 
fermline in 1820, in which mice sup 
plied tbe power. In an old pamph 
let of the time, called tbe " cariosity 
Coffee Room," be gives an account 
of tbe way tbe idea first came to him. 

" In the summer of 1812," he 
wrote, "I had occasion to be in 
Perth, and, when inspecting the toys 
and trinkets that were manufactur- 
ed by the French prisoners in the 
depot there, my attention was in 
voluntarily attracted by a little toy- 
boose with a wheel in the gable of 
it that was running rapidly around, 
impelled by the gravity of a common 
house mouse. 

" For one shilling I purchased 
the bouse, mouse, and wheel 
Enclosing it in a handkerchief, on 
my journey homeward, I was 
compelled to contemplate its favor- 
ite amusement. Bnt how to apply 
half ounce power (which is tbe 
weight of a mouse) to a useful task 
was the difficulty. At length the 
manufacture of sewing thread seem- 
ed the most practicable." 

Though Mr. Hutton proved that 
an ordinary mouse would average 
a run of ten and a half Bitot 
a day, be bad one mouse which ran 
the remarkable distance of eighteen 
miles in that time. A halfpenny's 
worth of oatmeal was sufficient for 
its food for thirty-five days, dur- 
ing which time It rati three hundred 
and sixty-two miles. He kept two 
mice constantly engaged in the 
making of sewing thread foi more 
than • j? ear. 

Tkia tKvaA/f.mitt warn ao oonatrUOl- 

ed that the mouse was able to twist, 
twine and reel from one hundred to 
one hundred and twenty threads a 
day, Sundays not excepted. To 
perform this task it bad to run ten 
and a balf miles a day, which it did 
with perfect ease every other day. 
For one halfpenny's worth of oat- 
meal, which lasted for five weeks, 
one of these little mice made three 
thousand three hundred and fifty 
threads twenty five inches long, and 
as a penny was paid to women for 
every hank made in tbe ordinary 
way, the mouse at that rate earned 
eighteen oents every six weeks.
